Information Disclosure Statement 

The references cited in the IDS documents submitted on May 16, 2005 (paper 
no. 051605), July 15, 2005 (paper no. 071505), November 23, 2005 (paper no. 112305) 
and January 10, 2006 (paper no. 01 1006) have been considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the four nodes 
proximate the gate stacks must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. Neither the drawings nor the specification detail a 
first, second, third and fourth node, nor their proximate relationship to the gate stacks or 
their association to first, second, third or fourth diffusion regions. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
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consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 53-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. As to claim 53, neither the drawings nor the 
specification detail a first, second, third and fourth node, nor their proximate relationship 
to the gate stacks or their association to first, second, third or fourth diffusion regions. 
Since it is not clear to the examiner how the structural relationship of the claim is 
detailed, the claim is not treated further on its merits. Claims 54-61 depend from claim 
53 and thus contain the same limitations as claim 53, and are also rejected.
